THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Under Whose Management Will It. Be Held? 
A Meeting of the Directory. 


Cuicaco, November 24.—A secret confer- 
ence was held today by the — committee of 
the national commission and local directory of 
the worid’s fair, with the view of determining 
the much disputed question of jurisdiction in 
the management of the fair. The directory 
claimed that the $1,000,000 fund must be ex- 
pended under its immediate supervision, sub- 
ject to the approval of the commission. There 
is not likely to be a serious division on this 
point, but a grave? issue is the matter of solic- 
iti g exhibits. Under the commnission’s inter- 
pretation the directors could do nothing in this 
direction without the approval of the commis- 
sion, and that the directory seriously objects 
to. The board also objects to the com- 
mission’s interpretation of the act, holding 
that the board has no power to originate any 
action in regard to exhibitors, foreign or do- 
mestic. The progress of the fair will depend 
largely on the temper of the two bodies, for if 
eitherishould become obstinate a deadlock 
might ensue, and the consequences be most 
serious. If a satisfactory settlement is reached 
there are but two other important things for 
the commission to do at this session. One is 
to accept the plans and specifications which 
will be presented to it by its grounds and 
buildings committee, and the other is to certify 
thag $10,000,000 is assured. That done, the 
president can be notified that allis in readi- 
ness. 

A member of the commission said to an 
Associated Press reporter that in case an 
agreement cannot be reached the commission 
will simply adjourn and report the facts to the 
president. 

MERTING OF CLUBS. 

Chiefs of bureaus and the director general 
will direct the world’s fair. The board of 
reference and contro] of eight members from 
the naval commission and a like number from 
the local directory will constitute a conference 
commission to settle matters of difference 


that may arise inthe management of the ex- 
position. 

All depends on the adoption by the com- 
mission of the report of the special committee 
of the two bodies appointed to consider ques- 
tions of jurisdiction. The local directory 
adopted the report unanimously this afternoon 
and it is expected the commission will take 
similar action tomorrow. The committees 
avoided the jurisdiction question and ad- 
dressed themselves to the task of creating a 
system of bureau, that would leave out of 
consideration all disputes concerning the re- 
spective powers and duties of the two 
bodies. The result after an_— all-day 
conference was a plan that the chiefs of 
bureaus are to be appointed by the director 
general, subject to the approvalof the com- 
mission and directory. 

The chiefs are to bear the stamp of the com- 
mission. Tho directory is to pay the salaries 
and expenses of bureaus, but has the power to 
reduce the expenses of any department, when 
it deems such action to be in the interest of the 
exposition. Material changes or modifica- 
tions of the plans of buildings are to be made 
subject to the approval of the two 
cominittees on grounds and buildings. The 
bureaus coincide with the department of clas- 
sification, a system to which are added the 
bureaus of forestry and _ forestry products, 
publicity and promotion and, foreign affairs. 
The creation of a bureau of foreign affairs is 
not to contravene the rights and powers of the 
committees on foreign affairs, to control the 
disbursement of the $20,000 heretofore placed 
under their control. 

PASSING RESOLUTIONS. 

The world’s fair national commission today 
passed resolutions offered by Commissioner 
Claggett, of Washington, that congress be 
asked to allow the use of a penalty envelope 
for business of the commission. 

F. F. Jaycox, trattic manager, appointed by 
Director General Davis, has placed his resigna- 
tion in the hands of the director general. 

President Palmer was authorized to confer 
with the speaker of the house of representa- 
tives, with the view of securing the proper 
appointment of two commissioners from 
Alaska. s 

The report of the committee on awards was 
adopted. This recommends bronze medals 
and certificates, instead of money premiums. 
The foreign affairs committee's report recom- 
mended the adoption of W. F. Curtis’s scheme 
to establish a South American bureau at 
Washington. The committee thought the 
scheme would produce an attractive and val- 
uable exhibit. 

Mr. Thatcher, of New York, opposed the re- 
port. His principal objection, he said, was 
the partisan and political character of the 
scheme. The gentleman who pro- 
posed the plan was better equipped 
for it than any other man in 
the country, but he personally represented the 
gentleman who is now secretary of state. He 
objected to having the official seal of the cam- 
mission put ona matter of purely political 
purpose, aud which he believed was originated 
to further the political fortunes of the distin- 
guished gentleman who occupied the chairof 
state. 

Mr. Jones offered a resolution declaring that 
it was not desirable to open the presidential 
cainpaign inis?2on this floorat this time, 
and recommending that the committee’s re- 
port be indefinitely postponed. 

Mr. Waller said there was nota shadow of 
politics in the committee’s report. There was 
nota manonthe committee who would not 
despise himif he thought he had permitted 
politics to influence his action.

THE LADY MANAGERS. 

The board of lady managers of the world’s 
fair resumed its session today. Mrs. John A. 
Logan urged that the business be hurried 
through. 

‘Ladies, if we defer action much longer we 
shall be the laughing stock of the nation,’’ 
said she. “‘Every day we stay here costs the 
nation over $1,000. Let us do something and 
save ourselves from ridicule.’’ 

Addresses were made by Miss Frances 
E. Williard, Miss Harriet Hosmer and others. 
Among the matters proposed by the different 
members of the board were: That an adminis- 
tration building: for the use of the board be 
erected on the fair grounds; that there should 
not be a seperate building for the exhibition of 
woman’s work; thatthe salary of the secre- 
tary be $5,000; that every exhibit be accom- 
panied with a statement specifying that said 
exhibit is or is not introduced in whole or in 
part by female labor. 


Advance in Window Glass. 

Finpiay, O., November 24.—The price of 
window glass, it is reported here, will be ad- 
vanced 5 per cent tomorrow by the American 
Window Glass Company, the name of the 
new trust, which now controls forty-one 
factories in the west, including those of Pitts- 
burg. The formal transfer of all plants, ac- 
cording to reports, will be made to the officers 
of the combination at a meeting to be held in 
Chicago tomorrow, after which this advance 
in price will at once go into effect. 


Coal Miners on a Strike. 

SomERSET, Ky., November 24.—Miners at 
Barren Fork coal nrines, numbering 300, are 
on a strike, bre demanded an increase of 10 
cents per ton, which the company refused to 
pay. They thereupon threw their tools down 
and refused to work. The commissary has 
been locked against the miners, and they have 
been refused anything to eat.

THE DEMOCRATS OF NEW HAMP- 
SHIRE MEET 


TO THWART CHANDLER'S SCHEME, 


To Be Carried Out at the Special Session of 
the Legisliature—Democrats Will Be 
There to Frustrate It. 


Concorp, N. H., November 24.—A_ confer- 
ence of the leading democrats of the state was 
held here tonight, to consider the questions 
and contingencies arising with the call of the 
Special session of the legislature. Among 
those present were: Frank Jones, John W. 
Sanborn, C. O. Arnsden, A. W. Sullowoway 
and Henry O. Kent. The following is given 
as an official statement of the party: 

We are unanimous and enthusiastic in the sup- 
portot the opinion of Judge Howe and Hon. 
William G. Russell on the duties of the clerk and 
the entire absence. of the rights to seats of 
“if entitled’ . members at any stage * in 
the next legislature. Upon the opinion 4s it 
stands, in reference to “if entitled’ and classed 
towns, their positions are accepted in their en- 
tirety, if they will give the democratic party the 
Organization of the house and enable the house to 
deal justly and constitutionally with menibers 
from the classed towns. This conference is also 
unanimous in the conviction and unitedly support 
the position that there is no action whatever that 
can be taken by the old legislature which can 
affect the status and rights of the members in 
the new legislature, and aby attempt to 
enact a provision which will change that 
status will be resisted to the end, and 
it is firmly believed that in this position we will 
not only be sustained by the entire democracy, 
but also by the considerate and conservative re- 
publicans and all fair-minded men, irrespective 
of party. Democracy will not insist vn anything 
that is not ge warranted by the law and the 
constitution, and they will submit to nothing less 
than that, the effort of Chandler to inaugurate his 
Florida methous to the contrary notwithsanding. 
Desperate scheming and revolutionary tactics and 
arbitrary bossismare universally denounced, 
and members of the party from different 
points of the state believe that Chandler’s 
tactics are creating great dis*atisfaction amon 
the republicans, and the very large proportion o 
the party is becoming extreinely resticss under his 
dictatioifand threaten rebellion.

already received from the west. It appears

much improvement. A congidershje number 
of Indians from Rosebud agency are reported 
moving toward Pine Ridge. Just what their 
purpose is, is not known tothe army officers. 
They may be going to participate in a ghost 
dance, or they may be on a hostile movement, 
not knowing that a strong military force has 
been gathered at Pine Ridge. General Brooke, 
who is in command there, reports that he is 
secure in his position and that friendly Indians 
are coming to the agency in increased 
numbers. 

A Minngapolis, Minn., Tribune special from 
Standing Rock agency says Indians who are 
loyal to the government, are as much afraid of 
the Messiah Indians as the white people. The 
report of a stampede on the other side of the 
river, in which 500 families left home and fled 
fortheir lives to Eureka and other towns 
within a radius of fiftyJmiles, was caused by 
a woman living at LaGrace, who was riding 
along the river. and saw a small number of 
Indians on a sandbar, yelling. She galloped 
home and gave the alarm, starting for Eureka. 
The families are now returning totheir homes. 
Indians in Sitting Bull’s camp are still danc- 
ing, but doing no harm, and are not molested 
by the authorities. Soldiers here have 
been drilled to a high point of efficiency. 

CROWDED IN A HOTEL. 
@In their fright, Saturday evening,-at a report 
thatan armed body of Indians, 500 strong, 
were approaching from the northwest, all 
Oneida, 8S. D., and the surrounding vicinity of 
Sully county gathered into the largest hotel, 
and the men waited, armed, forthefray. Old, 
sick womenand children were huddled en 
magse in the building. Two chidlren of Mr. 
Livingston, lying low with scarlet fever, were 
crowded in, exposing the whole company to 
the dreadful disease. Oneida has _ been 
furnished 100 guns and 700 rounds of ammu- 
nition from Fort Sully. 

TROOPS GOING FORWARD. 

Théwar department is giving every assist- 
ance in its power to General Miles. In addi- 
tion to the military force in his division, ten 
troops of cavalry stationed in Arizona, New 
Mexico and Texas, and a large force from Fort 
Riley, including two light batteries of artil- 
lery, have been forwarded to Pine Ridge 
agency to reinforce his command. All of 
these movements have been sanctioned by the 

resident, who is deeply interested in the 
ndian situation. 
THE SCARE SUBSIDING. 

MINNEAPOLIS, November 24.—A Journal 
Pierre, S. D., specia’ says: ‘‘This is ration 
day at Cheyenne agency, and Indians are con- 
gregating there in large numbers. The scare 
is subsiding. Indian Agent Norville has just 
returned from the Bad river country, and says 
the Indians there are abandoning their dances 
and promise not to participate in them again.” 


WILL TALK WITH THE INDIANS. 


Duties of the Commission, of Which Mr. 
Pat Walsh Is a Member. 


Wasuinaton, November 24.—The Warm 
Springs Indian commission, of which Patrick 
Walsh, of The Augusta Chronicle, has been 
appointed a member, was provided for by the 
Indian appropriation bill of the last session of 
congress. It is composed ot three members, 
of whom not more than two can be of the same 
politics. The other two members are H. H. 
Dufur, of Oregon, and Mark A. Fullerton, of 
Colfax, Wash. Mr. Walsh takes the place of 
William H. Dill, a prominent Pennsylvania 
democrat, who declined. 

The duty of the commission is to visit and 
thoroughly investigate and determine the cor- 
rect location of the northern line of the Warm 
Springs Indian reservation in Oregon. It is 
also to visit the Colville Indian reservation in 
the state of Washington, and negotiate with 
the Colville and other Indians on that reserva- 
tion for the cession of such a portion of the 
reservation as the Indians may willing to 
dispose of in order that it may be opened to 
settlement. The commission is to report the 
results of its investigations to the secretary of 
the interior, by whom they are to be laid be- 
fore congress. The compensation of the com- 
missioners is fixed at $10 per diem, and travel- 
ing and subsistence expenses.

MRS. M’CABE ON TRIAL. 


A Casein Which Two Countries Are Inter- 
ested. 

San Antonio, Tex., November 24.—[Spe- 
cial.|—There is great interest manifested 
throughout Texas and Mexico in the case of 
Mrs. McCabe, the wife of Judge McCabe, who 
is now being tried in conrtat Matamoras, Mex- 
ico, upon the charge of murdering Judge Max 
Stein, both the judges being prominent citi- 
zens of southwest Texas. 

The appeal issued by Mrs. McCabe through 
Tue Constitution several weeks ago for 
money to defend herself in the trial, and pub- 
lished in many other papers of the United 
States, has given the case widespread notoriety. 
Mrs. McCabe was not allowed bond, but has 
been confined to her bed in the cell of a Mexi- 
can prison, with a severe sickness, for nearly two 
months. The killing is alleged to have re- 
sulted through a hatred Mrs. McCabe had for 
Stein, which was intensified when the latter 
defeated her husband in the race for re-elec- 
tion as judge.- According, however, to the 
testimony given on the stand at the trial Sat- 
urday and today, the accused woman com- 
mitted the deed because she _ had 
been grossly insulted by Stein. 
Corporal Ygnacio Nessiti, of the 
Sixth Cavalry, stationed at Reynosa, Mexico, 
at the time of the murder, concluded his 
testimony today. He stated that on the night 
of the murder he saw Mrs. McCabe assaulted 
by Stein on the street after she came out of 
the theater. He grabbed her and attempted 
to drag her toa lonely part of the town, but 
the freed herself from his grasp and ran. 
About an hocr Jater he heard the pistol shot 
and recognized in the murdered man the same 

rson who made the assault on Mrs. McCabe.

WASHINGTON, November 24.—The supreme 
court of the United States today aflirmed the 
judgment of the circuit court for the southern 
district of New York, Judgo Lacombe pre- 
siding, in the case of Shibuya Jugiro, the 
Japanese, confined in Sing Sing prison, New 
York, under sentence of death by electricity. 
It was sought to secure Jugiro’s release on a 
writ of habeas corpus, on the ground that the 
demonstrated that elec- 
tricity was a cruel and unusual punishment, 
and as such was prohibited by the constitution. 
Chief Justice Fuller announced the decision 
of the court. The court affirmed the judg- 
ment upon authority of the decision in the 
Kemmler case. There was no written opin- 
ion, and the court did not go into considera- 
tion of the points raised by Jugiro’s counsel, 
stating that, so far as federal questions were 
concerned, the case did not differ from thdt of 
Kemmiler. This, it is believed, destroys the 
last legal resort of the counsel for Jygiro. 


AWED BY THE TROOPS. 


Their Very Presence Puts the Bishopville 
Negroes to Flight, © 

CotvmBIA, 8. C., November 24.—[Special.] 
Upon the arrival of the Sumter Light In- 
fantry, in ee at the scene of yesterday’s 
riot, at 10 o’clock last night, the negroes dis- 
persed in every direction,and all resistance was 
ended. There were 500 armed negroes in the 
town when the company of thirty-five men in 
United States uniform arrived in a special 
train, but, at the first rollof the drum, the 
negroes began to melt away, and ina haif 
hour they were out of sight. The sheriff im- 
mediately arrested twelve ringleaders, and 
sent them today to the Sumter jail. About 
twenty other arresta will be made. In the 
first conflict between the races there were 
about thirty shots exchanged, a negro first 
tiring upon the constables sent to arrest them. 
These constables returned fire, shooting into 
the crowd. A half dozen negroes were 
wounded, and one man fatally. 


The Little Innocents.

PARNELL WILL RESIGN 


THE LEADERSHIP OF THE IRISH 
NATIONALISTS 


AT AMEETING OF MEMBERS TODAY. 


Michael Davitt Says in Doing So Mr. Par- 
nell Will Prove Himself a Great 
Ratrio Be 


Lonpon, November 24.—It is stated this 
evening on excellent authority, that at a 
meeting of the nationalist members of com- 
mons to be held tomorrow, before the opening 
of the parliament, Mr. Parnell will announce 
his retirement from the leadership of the Irish 
party. 

Dr. Davitt, in a speech tonight, said fhe be- 
lieved that Mr. Parnell would tomorrow prove 
himself a greater patriot than his enemies be- 
lieved him to be, by taking a course that 
would minimize the danger to autonomy for 
Ireland. 

Mr. Gladstone will say nothing as to the 
course he will follow in regard to Mr. Parnell’s 
leadtrship of the Irish party until he has held 
a consultation with his colleagues. 

The Press Association understands that Mr. 
Parnell will abide by the decision of the 
nationalist meeting tomorrow in regard to the 
leadership of the Irish party, It also learns 
that several of Mr. Parnell’s tollowers have in- 
timated | eyes d that the Irish cause will best 
be served by his retirement. 

PARLIAMENT TO BE DISSOLVED. 

It is learned that after the verdict had been 
rendered in the O’Shea divorce case, the con- 
servatives held a private conference atthe 
Carlton Club and unanimously decided that 
parliament should immediately be dissolved. 

WHAT THE PAPERS SAY.

OF UNUSUAL BREVITY. 


The Queen’s Speech to Be Read in Parlia- 
ment Today. 


Lonpon, November 24.—The queen’s speech, 
which will be read at the opening of parlia- 
ment tomorrow, was communicated at to- 
night’s ministeriél dinners. The speech is of 
unusual brevity, After reference to Enx-. 
land’s friendly relations the speech alludes to 
the negotiations with Portugal relative to 
Africa, and with Italy concerning east 
Africa, as yet not brought toa successful con- 
clusion. The ‘temporary arrangement with 
Portugal respecting Shire river and waterways 
in the interior paves the way for an eventual 
treaty. A 

The hope is expressed that the negotiations 
now progressing with France concerning the 
Newtoundland fisheries will soon lead to a sat- 
isfactory settlement and the promise is made 
that papers relating to the matter will be laid 
before parliament at an early date. 

The queen next alludes to the threatened 
potato famine in Ireland. She expresses re- 
gret atthe existing condition of affairs, and 
says she trusts that measures will be taken to 
mitigate the people’s distress, 

The speeeh further says that bills will be 
introduced relative to land purchase in Ire- 
land, tithes, assisted execution and reform of 
private bill legislation for Scotland ond an 
extension of local government in England. 

If the work of the session permits, a Dill 
relative to local government in Ireland will 
also be introduced. es the minor measures 
to be submitted are bills relating to the 
liability of employers and to friendly societies 
and savings banks. 


A Gale on the Coast of Great Britain. 

Lonpon, November 24.—A violent gale still 
prevails in the English channel and elsewhere 
along the coast of Great Britain. A number 
of wrecks and collisions have been reported. 
The British steamer Uppingham, Cardiff for 
Port Said, is ashore at Hartland. Twenty-one 
persons were rescued from the steamer. The 
first officer was lost. A boat containing five 
of the crew is missing. 

Experimenting With the Lymph. 

CoLoGng, November 24.—A series of exper- 
iments have been conducted here by Dr. 
Prior with the Koch carative lymph. Forty- 
ty-five physicians attended the experiments. 
In all cases the symptoms following the in- 
jections of }ymph were, precisely similar .to 
those described by Professor Koch. 


A French Manafactory Burned. 


Paris, November 25.—Provost & Screpel’s 
dry goods manufactory, at Roubeaux, was 
burned today. Loss $200,000, Six hundred 
persons are thrown out of employment. 


WAS ON THE WRONG SIDE. 


Suspension of Edward Brandon, an Old 
New York Broker. 

New York, November 24.—The suspension 
of Edward Brandon was announced on the 
stock exchange this morning. He was one of 
the oldest and most proniinent members of the 
exchange, having been admitted on Septem- 
ber 8, 1852, and was considered one of the 
wealthiest brokers onthe board. It is said 
all through the recent decline he was a bull, 
and carried large linesof stocks, but when 

rices touched the bottom, after losing an 
immense amount of money on the bull side, 
turned bear and sold stocks short, and was 
caught in the rapid advance that followed. 
He was for a number of years located at No. 
19 Broad street, but now has his office at No. 
2 Wall street.

DEATH OF THE VENERABLE EX- 
CHANCELLOR. 


The Distinguished Life and Services of Ex- 
Chancellor Ligscomb—His Early 
Life and Career. 


Aruens, Ga., November 24.—[{Special.J— 
Ex-Chancellor Andrew A. Lipsoomb is dead. 

Last night as the midnight hour ushered out 
the blessed Sabbath day, the soul of this ven- 
erable man burst its earthly tenement and an- 
gwered there before the throne of God. 

The last sickness of Dr. Lipscomb was one 
of short duration, and although his death was 
not unexpected, still it was a great painful 
shock. Only a few weeks ago he returned 
from a visit to his son in Opelika, Ala., and 
seemed to be in as good health as usual. A 


ANDREW A. LIPSCOMB, 
terrible cold settled upon him, however, 
which bafied all efforts of the physicians to 
check it, and accelerated by the weight of old 
age, it soon carried him beyond the power of 
human aid. Bravely and with Christian faith 
he went down into the valley of the shadow 
and yielded up his spirit unto Him that gave it, 
with the full assurance that he had foughta 
good fight, had kept the faith, and that hence- 
forth there was laid up for him acrown of 
righteousness. 

Throughout his last sickness he evinced the 
same Christian fortitude and patience which 
had characterized his whole life, and when he 
died, surrounded by his loving relations and 
a few life-long friends, it was but the transi- 
tion of a deathless one from the cares of earth 
to the endless joys of eternity. Nota trace of 
pain, not an evidence of agony, but as imper- 
ceptibly as daylight merges into the gloum, his 
spirit faded into the glories of the celestial. 

The death of Dr. Lipscomb has cast a gloom 
over the entire city, where he was known 
so well and loved so dearly, and throughout 
the union the news of his death will carry 
sadness into many homes. The old will 
mourn the loss of a dear and devoted friend, 
the young will mourn the loss of a faithful 
adviser and counselor” Eminent for piety, 
renowned in the service of his state as chan- 
cellor of the university, surrounded by the good 
results of his labors, the full measure of years 
allotted to man crowned his life. 

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES. 

Andrew Adgate Lipscomb was born in 
Georgetown, Md., on the 5th of September, 
1816. His father was Rev. William Lorrie 
Lipscomb, a distinguished divine of the Meth- 
odist church. The early youth of Dr. 
Lipscomb was spent in Virginia at 
college. At the age of eighteen he was 
ordained a minister of the Methodist 
Protestant church, filling the pulpit of that 
church at Alexandria and Baltimore. In 1840. 
he was ordained minister of the Methodist 
church at Montgomery, and fifteen years 
served the congregations of that church with 
eminent ability, ever working for the good of 
his people, and keeping up continually in his 
mind the teachings of his Master. He rendered 
himself dear to the people of Montgomery in 
a mannerthat will last beyond the grave. 
Just before the war, he preached a sermon at 
Wesley Female college, in Macon, Ga., which 
attracted the attention of the trustees of the 
university, and in 1860 he was called to the 
University of Georgia. The office of president 
having been abolished, Dr. Lipscomb was made 
chancellor, an honored position which he held 
for fourteen years. Throughout the war and 
through the stormy scenes following, the univer- 
sity prospered under his administration, and 
turned out from its halls some of the greatest 
men of our state. Kind and genial, yet forcible 
in his conduct, he won the hearts of all the 
students. 

SINCE HIS RETIREMENT. 

Since 1874 Dr. Lipscomb has lived in Athens, 
devoting most of his time to literary work. 
He was a man of great literary talent, and was 
a frequent contributor to Harper’s Magazine 
and other periodicals. A profound student of 
Shakespeare, he has for the past eleven years 
been the professor on that subject at the Lucy 
Cobb institute. During his life he had con- 
ferred upon him the degree of LL.D., and was 
at the time of his death eminent professor of 
Vanderbilt university. 

Dr. Lipscomb was twice married during his 
life. His first wife was Miss Margaret Henri- 
etta Blanche Richardson, of Baltimore. - Two 
children blessed this union—Mrs. Ella F. Green 
and Professor Frank <A. Lipscomb, the 
latter being dead. He afterwards married 
Miss Susan Dowell, of Alabama, and by the 
union was blessed with two children, Carrie, 
who died in infancy, and Andrew D., who now 
resides at Opelika, Ala. 

Up to within a short time of his death, the 
mind of the venerable sufferer was kept upon 
his Shakespeare class at Lucy Cobb institute, 
and the last words he said were: “If the 
books have come I will be overin afew days 
and commence the study.” 

A kind regard for his friends and exalted 
admiration of woman, a tender sympathy for 
youth, a Christian faith that remained faithful 
to the end, these were shining qualities of the 
distinguished man. 

The funeral exercises will occur tomorrow 
afternoon at the First Methodist church, and 
will be conducted by Rey. W. D. Anderson, 
pastor of that church, assisted by the local 
clergyman. The University of Georgia and 
Lucy Cobb institute will attend the funeral in 
abody. Kind and loving hands will bear the 
body to its long resting place, and on a beauti- 
ful hill overlooking the Oconee, all that 
remains of the venerable chancellor will be 
consigned to mother earth. 


Death of Mr. J. W. Wilkinson.

ANOTHER BLOODY TRAGEDY IN

George Jackson is in jail to answer the 
charge of assault with intent to murder. With 
a large open dirk, one Sabbath, four weeks 
ago, in a fit of jealousy, he sprang at a negro 
cook on the camps, who was sitting on the 
ground, but missed his aim and stove the keen 
blade into the ground by her side, and before 
he could renew the attempt he was caught.

A woman claiming to be Mrs. Mattie Sloan, 
is locked up in the station house charged with 
blackmail: 

There is quite a sensational story in the 
case. 

The woman was arrested about 12 o’clock 
last night at the instance of Mr. J. B. Scarratt, 
who runs a boarding house on Broad street. 

She was found at her sister's house on Fourth 
street, by Detectives Cason and Bedford. 

The woman ciaims to be the wife of Mr. L. 
A. Sloan, a clerk at the Air-Line freight 
depot. She declined to give any other name 
than that of Sloan, and in return to the charge 
or blackmail by Mr. Scarratt, charges Mr. 
Sloan, Mr. Scarratt’s son-in-law, with big- 
amy. 

Ifthe woman is not a blackmailer it may 
turn out that Mr. Sloan is the husband of two 
wives. 

The woman under arrest for blackmail 
claims to be wife No. 1. 

About two weeks ago, on the 18th of this 
month, Mr. Sloan was married to Miss Scar- 
ratt. 

Last night at 9:40 o’clock he and _ his bride 
returned from their wedding trip. Mr. Sloan 
Was atonce acquainted with the. situation, 
and, although dumbfounded by the damaging 
charge, immediately took steps, with Mr. 
Scarratt, to punish his accuser, and at the 
saine time clear himself. 

Mr. Sloan has been in Atlanta, connected 
with the Air-Line railroad offices, about a 
year. He has always borne an excellent repu- 
tution, and his closest friends believe im- 

licitly in his innocence of the charge of 

igamy. 

Ihe woman who claims to be Mrs. Sloan 
No. 1 came to Atlanta before Mr. Sloan’s 
marriage, from Asheville, N. C; 

Last Wednesday she called at Mr Scarratt’s 
house and introduced herself as Mrs. Sloan, 
claiming the man who had just married that 
gentleman’s daughter to be her husband. 

Naturally this announcement affected Mr. 
Scarratt very dramatically. 

After alengthy interview with the woman 
Mr. Scarratt came tothe conclusion that she 
was trying to work a blackmailing scheme. 
He determined to follow it out on that line, 
and accordingly wrote to Greenville, S. C., 
Anniston, Ala., and. other places, where the 
woman stated she and Sloan had lived to- 
gether for information. 

His search developed the fact that the 
woman was of notorious character, and failed 
to establish any marriage between her and Mr. 
Sloan. 

Mr. Scarratt was indignant when he learned 
fully the character of the woman, and he set 
about to getevidence to sustain a charge of 
blackmail before the law. 

When Mr. Sloan reached the city last night 


| he denied the claims of the woman with em- 
| phasis, stating positively that the matrimonial 
_ knot had never been tied between them and 
| challenging her to produce any sort of evidence 


to sustain her claim. 

The woman says she and Sloan were mar- 
ried in Greenville, S. C., in 1888, by a magis- 
trate. 

She says she has in her possession a portion 
of the marriage certificate, which, she claims, 
was torn by Sloan in an effort by him to take 
it from her and destroy it. This paper, she says, 
she will have here 1n a few days. 

She admits being a woman of doubtful char- 
acter, and claims that Sloan married her under 
threats that she would expose certain acts of 
his which would get him into trouble if 
known. 

Mr. Scarratt will take out a warrant charg- 
ing the woman with blackmail this morning. 

A warrant charging Mr. Sloan with bigamy 
will probably be sworn out by the woman.

The Methodist Ministers Act. 

At a meating of the Methodist Ministers’ 
Association yesterday the death of Bishop 
Beckwith was announced, 

Rev J. W. Heidt, of Trinity; Rev. J. W. 
Lee, of Park street church; Rev. M. L. Under- 
wood, of St. Paul, and Rev. B. H. Sassnett, of 
Grace church, were appointed to present reso- 
lutions expressive of the deep sense, enter- 
tained by the association, of sorrow at the af- 
fliction which has bereaved the entire church 
and country, and brought so much grief to the 
stricken home. 

The resolutions will be furnished for publica- 
tion and sent to the fainily. 

How a Bishop Is, Chosen. 

The manner of choosing an Episcopal bishop 
is rather complicated, and is necessarily so to 
nsure tothe diocese the servicesof @ man 
about whose purity, principles and religious 
convictions there can be no doubt—a man, in 
fact, in whom is embodied all that constitutes 
the ideal Episcopalian diocesan director, 

The new bishop will be elected by the dio- 
cesan convention. The body of men com- 
posing the convention is made up of all the 
clergymen in the diocese, and in addition three 
laymen from each parish in the diocese. 

in balloting for a choice, the clergymen 
vote first, each representative having one 
ballot, A majority vote only is required for a 
choice. The laity then take their turn, and if 
their choice is identical with that of the 
clergy he is elected; if not, another bailot is 
taken, and balloting proceeds until a con- 
current majority vote of both sides is an- 
nounced, 

It would seem that the 
number the clergy three to one, 
and that they would have just 
that much more power over them. But such 
is not the case, the majority vote giving the 
vote of the one clergyman as much weight as 
those of his three parishioners together. 

The credentials of the newly elected bishop 
are then drawn up and signed by every mem- 
ber of the convention, both clergy and laity, 
and are forwarded to every Episcopal diocese 
in the United States. If they are returned 
ratified by all the dioceses, the presiding 
bishop, Bishop Williams, of Connecticut, is 
notified, and his approval of the choice com- 
pletes the formality. One dissenting diocese 
or the veto of the presiding bishop, or the dec- 
lination of the chosen bishop, renders the 
whole proceeding null and void and another 
convention has to be called. 

Universal Sorrow. 

The death of Bishop Beckwith causes uni- 
versal sorrow. 

Everywhere yesterday were heard expres- 
sions of loving reyerence for the man and 
for his death. ; 

All classes join in sorrowing for the untimely 
taking away of this good man, whoese heart 
was so near the heart of the people whem he 
loved and who loved him 60 well. 

“TI knew him long and well, and loved him 
as a brother,’’ said Mr. Thomas E. Walker. 
‘*I have been with him in many trying hours— 
hours of tribulation and anxious thought—and 
in everything he bore himself with Christian 
fortitude, Through all his life he had but a 
single idea of duty, and he pursued it fearlessly, 
at the saine time never neglecting the advice 
and sympathy of his friends. He was 
a finished, perfect pulpit orator, and was not 
excelled as such in thiscountry. He was a 
loyal and gentle friend, and those who knew 
him best relied upon his love and advice. 
Death is at once sublime and fearful, and 
brings us to a realization of the loss we have 
suffered. When wecometothink of the in- 
superable difficulty of finding a man for the 
place who possesses all the virtues and talents 
of the deceased, then we realize the visitations 
of a great calamity upon us.”’ 

‘‘He was a grand man, and his death will be 
a great loss to the country generally and to the 
south especially,’’ said Colonel Thomas H. 
Carter. ‘‘I don’t see that it is possible to re- 
place him, at least I have in mind no available 
man that can bring to bear upon the position 
all the qualities that have mado Bishop Beck- 
with famous. He was a man of most broad 
and liberal views, big-hearted and big-minded. 
There was nothing small or petty about him. 
He wasa man of great strength of intellect 
and character, a grand orator, a deep thinker 
and profound scholar. Personally he was 
genial, affectionaté and possessed the culti- 
vated and finished manners of a thorough gen- 
tleman.”’ 

Colonel Mercer Slaughter—He was one of 
the most talented and eloquent men in the 
pulpit, and his reputation extended all over 
the United States. Bishop Beckwith wasa 
grand man in every respect. 

Secretary Licklider, of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, said—His death is a 
serious loss, not only to the diocese of Georgia, 
but tothe Episcopal church throughout the 
United States, He was a staunch supporter 
of all public charitable and _ benefi- 
cent institutions and never failed 
to show in some way his appreciation of thair 
good work. He was always ready to enter into 
any field of church or charitable labor that his 
good judgment pointed out to him. I have 
traveled extensively all through the state of 
Georgia, and on every side have I heard en- 
comiums upon the piety and general character 
of the doceased. He was not a sectarian by 
any means, buta man of liberal and broad 
mind. His death is an irreparabie loss to the 
entire ecclesiastical section of the south. 

Judge George Hillyer—I look upon the 
death of Bishop Beckwith as a great public 
calamity. He was one of our purest and 
and greatest men. He was one of the formost 
thinkers of ourtime. Singularly eloquent and 
able, always in advocacy of whatever was 
great and good for the benefit of mankind in 
his day and generation. 

Mr. Thomas Peters—He was one ‘of the 
most able ministers that [ ever listened to. 
He wasa magnificent elocutionist and was 
withal, one of the most eloquent pulpit orators 
in the country. Although Mr, Appleton 
contributed the neucleus that established the 
Appleton Home, at Macon, it was Bishop 
Beckwith’s untiring energy that built it up. 
He preached all over the country in its aid, 
and made it whatitis today. He was aman 
whose reputation extended iar beyond the 
limits of his own state, a8 is evidenced by 
the fact that he refused calls from almost 
every part of the union. He wasa man of 
magnegetic personality, courteous to all fand 
especially kind and encouraging to the young. 
His loss is irreparable. 

Major M. C. Kiser—He was one of the 
most noble men Lever kuew. He was a thor 
ough Christian gi ‘and possessed all of | 
the virtues that man can acquire. Personally, 
he was pleasgnt and cordial to all with whom 
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he came in contact, and that he will be sorely 
missed by all who knew him, directiy or inqi- 
rectly, I have no doubt. : 

‘Mr. W. P. Pattillo—I think Bishop Beck- 
with was one of the most eminent divines the 
country hasever produced. Hewas a deep- 
thinker, a logical debater and a pure Christian. 
More men like him would make this world @ 
grander one than it is. 

Mr. T. M. Clarke—"I looked upon him as 
one of my warmest personal friends, and I con- 
sider him one of the purest Christians I have 
ever known.” 

Mr. F. M. Potts—“'I think he was one of the 
most amiable men I ever saw in my life, and 
one of the most attractive as a minister. And 
he was certainly one of the most earnest in the 
deiivery of his sermons I ever heard.’ 

‘His death is a great loss to the country and 
to the world at large, which he made better by 
his presence,’ said Mr. John Colvin, who knew 
him well, 

Mr. 5. A. Darnell—His death is a calamity 
to the church and the cause of religion 
throughout the country. Bishop Beckwith 
was one of the finest pulpit orators I ever 
heard. Iie was especially impressive at a 
funeral. He was then pathetic and suggestive,

A republican presidential boom has been 
started in New York. Weare informed by 
The Buffalo Express that ‘‘it is impossible 
to hold the president-makers in check any 
longer.

Significance is attached to his re- 
cent appearance at a public hearing in the 
treasury department asthe champion of 
American fishermen against the Dominion 
government. 

Of course, this fact clearly shows that he‘has 
designs upon the presidency. His interest in 
the matter as secretary of state, and servant 
to the people, had nothing whatever to do 
with his appearance in the role of people's 
advocate. 

We are informed that the Alger ‘‘boom”’ 
is backed by ‘‘such very practical politicians 
as Jaines S. Clarkson and Thomas ©, Platt— 
enough to kill it in the bud—but The Buf- 
falo Express, which gives color to these pres- 
idential rumors, candidly declares’ that 
Platt’s idea is to ‘‘get a dip” into General 
Alger’s $8,000,000, for the purpose of 
manipulating New York, and it thinks that 
Alger is a vice-presidential, rather than a 
presidential, possibility. 

How fast these republican candidates grow! 
Here we have Harrison, Blaine, Alger and 
Depew all within a week—three million- 
aires, who can respond to every call which 
the party makes upon their purses. 

It isan early campaign, but the repub- 
licans know that there is hard work ahead 
of them, and they must make this early 
start in order to be certain of the public 
pulse. Here they are, in blocks of four! 
Oris Harrison only thrown in for good 
measure—not necessarily for election, but 
as a guarantee of bad faith? 

It seems hard on the little man under the 
we that so many of his good friends should 
ne waiting to step in his shoes.

The Financial Situation. 

The mystery of the depression in the stock 
market and the tightness of money has been 
cleared up by the liquidation of Baring 
Brothers. There is no longer any fear of 
unknown but impending danger. Whenthe 
cause of a trouble is known the results thereof 
can be foreseen and discounted. ‘There has 
been considerable flurry in Wall street, but 
it is to be borne in mind that Wall street is 
the center of speculation, where the arts of 
the bunko men and three-card monte players 
have been applied with more or less success 
to the steaming traffic in puts, calJs, options 
and other purely fictitious values. The his- 
tory of Wall street is made up of a series of 
daily panics that bear no relation whatever 
to the real financial situation of the country. 
It is not the fault of the Wall street sharks 
that there is not a financial cris's in the 
country every week in the year. In times 
of panic, the gamblers of Wall street thrive 
and fatten; it is only their victims that suf- 
fer. 

At the bottom of the panicky feeling were 
the troubles of the Barings, the largest bank- 
ing house in the world and of far-reaching 
influence. That firm) in its efforts to realize 
on its holdings of stocks, to cover its losses 
in South America, depressed values and 
caused a scarcity of money, and but for the 
fact that the Bank of England and other 
British banks, following the example of the 
associated banks of New York in similar 
emergencies, a serious financial crash would 
have been the result. The disaster has now 
been averted, and the country has had an 
opportunity to discover that, so far as its 
financial and business resources are con- 
cerned, it was never in a healthier condition. 

The Herald the other day declared that 
Jay Gould was at the bottom of the strin- 
gency in the money market, that he has been 

‘hoarding hisimmense income and doing 
other mischievous things to make money 
scarce. No doubt our contemporary ascribes 
to Mr. Gould more power than he is _pos- 
sessed of. The secret of it seems to have 
been that the banks, suddenly growing con- 
servative (and none too soon) discovered that 
the idea that call loans on Wall street col- 
lateral are preferable to solid investments is 
adelusion. It has been observable that the 
demand for money and complaints of its 
scarcity came from Wall street. If the asso- 
ciated banks, acting in the defensive and in 
behalf of the best interests of the country, 
would shut down on Wall street collateral 
the reform would be a great boon to busi- 
ness and to the industrial progress of the 
nation. | 

The stringency in money and the little 
panicin Wall street has done more good 
than harm. The associated benks have 
tided over whatever crisis there was by

worth more than watered railroad stocks as 
collateral—if it shall bring about these re- 
sults, it may be accounted a very profitable 
little panic indeed.

THE FINANCIAL FLUREY. 


Various Opinions Concerning Its Causes, 
Ete. 
From The St. Louis Republic. 

Steamships, railroads and telegraphs bring the 
whole world into such close relations that a shock 
toone of the great civilized countries is felt 
everywhere. When the trade of such great coun- 
tries as the United States, England, Germany 
and France is suddenly dislocated by 
bad politics, we are bound to feel the jolt, and as 
a matter of fact we are feeling it now. The dis- 
turbance in the London speculative money 
market, created by sudden trade dislocation, is re- 
acting on Wall street. Of course it is most felt in 
London, New York and other money centers at the 
weakest point—speculative business—and here 
for the present it will end. We _ do 
not believe that there is any danger whatever 
now of collapse in the legitimate business of the 
country. For several years past we have advised 
business men among our readers that the wise 
course in view of political and speculative indica- 
tions was conservatism, and we repeat that advice 
now; but we see no occasion whatever for timidity 
or alarm among men who are earning what they 
make by giving a fair return. The ‘present flurry 
is purely “financial.” Thatis, it affects specula- 
tion in the money center where the desperate ad- 
venturers of trade coliect inthe hope of making 
sudden fortunes by financial freebooting. The 
calamities which overtake this class may pull 
down a bank here and there in Wall street, 
but only such banks as have “staked” the 
gamblers. Wall street is now feeling the 
reaction from London, but London = will 
soon right itself. England is on a sound trade 
basis, its public financiers are the ablest in the 
world, and the Bank of England has abundant re- 
sources which will be freely used to. straighten 
out any temporary entanglements. In this coun- 
try brisk business may be anticipated for the 
coming season. High prices, artificially forced, 
always have that effect after the first disturbance 
they create is over. The danger we anticipate is 
not immediate and has no connection with the 
present flurry. It is rather a danger of overconfi- 
dence than of panic; a danger that speculation, 
now sharply checked, may be increased by the 
general business activity which,as faras can be 
seen now, promises to characterize the coming 
season in the United States. 

THE REAL SITUATION. 
From The New York Sun. 

At no time in the past ten years were we so well 
prepared as we are at the present to stand a shock 
like that of last week. In the first place it came 
upon us when the market for our securities was 
abnormally low. We had undergone a most 
searching and merciless tinancial purgation. We 
had divested ourselves of our most dangerous 
commodities, trimmed off all our dead timber and 
lopped down the rotten boughs. We did 
not look for the storm, but when it 
came we were prepared and could 
weather it. The North American Company 
had been cleaned up and put out of harm’s way. 
VUur industrial stocks had had all the inflation 
taken out of them, and were almost as innocuous 
as the best first mortgage bonds. Our non- 
dividend-paying shares and our shares paying 
dividends doubtfully, all had been ruthlessly cut 
down; andin the course of the extraord:nary 
liquidation that has proceeded since July without 
interruption, they had concentrated steadily into 
strong hands. When in connection with the fore- 
going we consider that since June last we have 
absorbed without disaster the whole bulk of spec- 
ulative Americans thrown overboard by London, 
thrown over because they were the only commo- 
dities they had for which there was a cash 
market, it must be apparent that our position was 
one of unusual strength. Again, it inust be re- 
called that we have of late been doing very little 
speculative railroad building, that the general 
movement of trade is quite unprecedented in our 
history, that the tonnage in transit is greater than 
ever before at this or any other season, that busi- 
ness of all kinds is active, uninflated and sound, 
that collections east and west are uncommonly 
easy, and that we have harvested and sold at good 
prices the largest cotton crop our country ever 
produced. Assuredly these considerations would 
appear toindicate that if any of our neighbors 
should precipitatea tnancial calamity we would 
find ourselves ina position to extend a purely dis- 
interested sympathy. It has also, apparently, been 
for the moment forgotten that just about 
the time that the shadow of impending 
calamity fell upon us, we had come within practi- 


cal reach of a remedy for the gravest domestic | 


d.nger that has ever assailed our commercial wel 
fare. A dozen Barings might go into liquidation 
and do far less harm to this country than it is 
threatened with by the demoralization of its whole 
system of railroad management. 
graver concern for us to solve-hasever been pre- 
sented, and the events of the past few days have 
only for the moment obscured it. We bring 
it forward now because it also is a yreat 
factor in the strength of our situation and 
because our conviction is absolute that the 
remedy is not only within practical reach, but 
that its application is inevitable. From ail these 
matters it is evident that we have reached « turn- 
ing pont in our affairs, and that there are at 
hand ample compen-ations for the vicissitudes 
through which we have passed. The tone of our 
banking fraternity, as expressed in our columns 
this morning, is exce lent, and while such events 
as the last week witnessed inevitably produced a 
wide-spread commotion and necessarily ran their 
natural course, we cannot see thit our real share 
in their consequences 1s not infinitesimally small.

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


About Some Legislation for Atlanta. 

ATLANTA, Ga., November 24.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: A bill has passed the house, and is now be- 
fore the senate, to amend thecharter of Atlanta 
by making the recitals in the marshal’s tax deeds 
prima facie evidence of theirown truth. Itisin 
danger of passing nem. con. 

This is a bad law, and will prove harsh and un- 
just. It would bea bad law evenif limited and 
prescribed to the recitals to which it should apply. 
it would be harsh evenif the city needed it, or 
could be benefited byit. It would be unjust even 
if the recitals were true. As it puts no limit 
upon the marshal, as the city is not the person it 
will assist,and as it will be found not to consist 
with the truth, it is about as perfectly and ex- 
actly improper as any law that could be framed. 

I wonder that the legislature does not ask why 
the city wants suchalaw. Are its present enor- 
mous fiscal powers insufficient? Does the city 
make a proper exercise of the powers already 
granted? Are the marshal’s tax sales legally con- 
ducted? If the present system is faithfully fol- 
lowed with due regard for private rights, there is 
no need of this law. If, on the contrary,the sales 
are now conducted with no disposition to observe 
legal requirements and in flagrant disregard 
of private rights, then it ought not to have such 
powers as are proposed, and this measure can 
have no other result than to cover up wrongs and 
make them more difficult to detect and thwart. 
The city ought to give some reason before a legis- 
lature entrusts it with powers so extensive, 
hitherto unheard of in the state. 

The wisdom and experience of courts for a cen- 
tury have agreed with one voice that such a rule is 
dangerous and unjust. Reason and logic cry out 
against it. Why should the arbitrary power of a 
statute override the humane terms of the couris? 
And why such unusual confidence in the officials 
of one special city” Arethe officers of Atlanta 
more infallible than those of other municipal 
governments? 

If we refiect that nothing is harder than to pro- 
duce legal proof of a negative, and nothing easier 
than to prove the due discharge of an official duty, 
it becomes a matter of wonder why such a tre- 
mendous and special power should be granted— 
so useless to the city, So dangerous to the citizen. 
To those who know that the victims will be the 
ignorant, the helpless and the poor, there comes 
a feeling somewhat stronger than surprise. But 
it is acommon observation that corporate powers 
receive more consideration than individual 
rights. 

The most curious feature of the matter is to in- 
quire why the city asks this change when it does 
not need it and cannot possibly be benefited by 
it. Itis often interesting toa k who is benefited 
by a proposed measure. Traced to itg ultimate 
inspiration I doubtif this proposition. would be 
found to have originated in any lively a hen- 
sion of the city’s needs.

WHAT WENT ON AMONG THE REP- 
RESENTATIVES YESTERDAY. 


A Bill te Protect Discharged Employes— 
Several Other Big Measures of Gen- 
eral Interest in the Lobbies. 


The bill enlarging the board of trustees of 
the Technological school passed the house yes- 
terday. 

This bill was introduced by Mr. Martin, of 
Fulton, and-makes the number of trustees” 
seven instead of five. 

Another requirement of the bill is that three 
of the board shall reside in Atlanta. 

This provision of the bill will inaugurate a 
most desirable change in the government of 
the Technological school. 

Heretofore it has been necessary whenever 
any business of the school came up for settle- 
ment, no matter how small it may be, the 
trustees would have to come from distant 
parts of the state at considerable expense to 
the state. 

Under the change embodied in Mr. Martin’s 
bill, there will be sufficient members of the 
boardin Atlanta to take action on matters 
pertaining to the government of the school at 
all times. 

The bill was tabled several days ago in the 
house, but when taken up yesterday passed 
with a sweeping vote, only one member voting 
against it. 

Mr. Martin, of Fulton, introduced another 
bill of general importance yesterday. 

It is an act requiring all railroads to have at 
least three brakemen on freight trains running 
in this state, unless the train has not less than 
three power brakes on it. 

The intention of the billis to further pre- 
vent railway collisions and protect life and 
property generally. 

Mr. Goodwin's Bill. 

Mr. Goodwin, of Fulton, placed an impor- 
tant measure before the house yesterday on its 
first reading. 

It is entitled an act for the protection of dis- 
charged employes, and to prevent blacklisting 
in this state. ' 

The bill makes it a misdemeanor for any 
employer to prevent a discharged employe 
from securing employment elsewhere, and 
makes such offender liable to a fine of 3500. 

Especially dves this bill protect ths em- 
ployes of the railroud syndicates that have 
inaugurated a method of notifying their (iffer- 
ent branch cftices whenever a laborer is dis- 
charged and blacklisting him with all the 
roads in the system. 

The Local Option Law. 

Mr. Martin introduces a bill that is cdcu- 
lated to arouse much interest in all Georzia, 
in that it amends the local option law of this 
State. 

The bill provides that in the various ciies 
and counties of the state now under prohbi- 
tion laws by virtue of the local option «t, 
there may be established dispensaries in whch 
alcohol and whisky may be kept for medicinul, 
scientitic and mechanical purposes. 

One of these dispensaries may be establisled 
in towns having less than 2,500 inhabitarts, 
and two in cities having a greater populatim. 

In counties where these dispensaries se 
established the grand jury shall have contnl, 
or, if the same be established in cities, he 
mayor and council are given control of he 
public house. 

The measure is calculated to allay muchof 
the opposition now felt in cities and countes 
to the provisions of the local option law. 

Amending the Rice Bill. 

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, offered a bil 
yesterday amending the act introduced iy 
Senato> Frank Rice in the last session, decla- 
ing councilmen and aldermen of towns ard 
cities ineligible during their term of office b 
any other municipal office in said towns or 
cities. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Fleming simply 
strikes out out the words “‘ineligible to’’ and 
inserts in lieu thereof the words, ‘‘incompetent 
to hold.’’ This amendment makes this change 
in the present law that any councilman or 
alderman may run foranother municipal office, 
providing the term of his incumbency does not 


begin until after the end of his term as alder- | 


man or councilman. 

‘My only object in introducing it,”’ said Mr. 
Fleming, in speaking of the bill, ‘‘is to clear 
up what seems to be a misunderstanding as to 
the intent of the act. I think that simple 
change doesit. If that doesn’t bring out what 
was intended by the bill, I trust it will be 
changed so as to make the whoie thing cleat.’’

OVER THE RAILROADS. 


WILL RUN A BRIDGE ON FORSYTH 
STREET. 


The Special Committee to Bridge Forsyth 
Street Will Meet This Afternoon to 
Consider the Work. 


To bridge Forsyth street 

Will be one of the most important pieces of 
work before the general council of 1891. 

The present council has begun the work 

And this afternoon it will be given 8 perma- 
nent shape. 

During a regular meeting of the general 
council in October last. Mr. Hirsch intro- 
duced a resolution providing for a committee 
of six, three to be members of the general 
council and three to be citizens, to inquire into 
the advisability of a bridge over the railroad 
tracks on Forsyth street. 

That committee was made up of: 

Hon. Joe Hirsch, Hon. W. H. Hulsey and 
Hon. G. H. Hutchison, of the general council, 
and Captain J. W. English, Colonel L. P. 
Grant and Mr. E. W. Marsh, citizens. 

The tirst meeting of the committee will take 
piace this afternoon. 

Immediately after the creation of the com- 
mittee City Engineer Clayton was instructed 
to give the scheme a careful study. 

Then each member of the committee visited 
the locality to acquire a thotough knowledge 
of the situation. 
m@mOut of this work three plans have been 
evolved, and each of these will be closely in- 
vestigated by the committee in its session this 
afternoon, 

One plan starts the bridge at Marietta street 
on the north side of the railroad tracks and 
ends it at Alabama street on the south side of 
the railroad. 

Another plan starts the bridge at the alley 
on the south side of the old capitol and ends it 
at Alabama street. 

The third plan makes the bridge begin 
twenty-five feet south of the alley and end at 
Alabama street. 

‘*All of the plans suggested,’’ said Mr, 
Hirsch, chairman of the committee, ‘‘are alike 
with the exception of the starting point of the 
Marietta street side of the road.”’ 

‘Which one will —?” 

“Which one will be accepted? That I 
can't say. Infact, none of them have been 
perfected. The truth is, nothing has been 
done, except in the way of informal or, 1 
might say, uncertain suggestions.”’ 

‘‘What would be the cost of the bridge ?”’ 

‘‘Something like $25,000 or $30,000 would be 
required to build it, I think.” 

‘‘And the damage to the property along the 
street would—?”’ 

‘It is not a certainty that any damages could 
be claimed by any one on the street. In my 
opinion every piece of property would be 
greatly enhanced in value. The plan we are 
considering would not hurta single front on 
the street on either side of the road.” 

“That plan is—?”’ 

‘‘Just this: Suppose we begin the bridgo at 
the alley just south of the old capitol. Well, 
we will build a heavy retaining wall along the 
railroad just as we have at the Broad street 
bridge. 

‘‘But that wall will be ten feet less than the 
width of the street from curbstone to curb- 
stone. Five of that ten feet will be on either 
side and a heavy retaining wali will be built

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, November 24.—The stock market 
today was very active, and while inclined to 
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weakness at first became decidedly strong later in 
the day and almost everything traded in among 
active stocks is materially higher than Saturday. 
As yet the monetary situation in Wall street is 
not quite satisfactory, as there is no time money 
jn sight and brokers are still very cautious about 
buying stocks on margins to carry which must 
be dependent upon call loans. This phase of the 
situation gives bears encouragement in the face 
of recent developments and keeps them aggres- 
sive toa marked degree. Confidence in a general 
improvement, however, continues strong, especi- 
ally in stocks which have best withstood the late 
severe depression, such as Missouri Pacific, Union 
Pacific, St. Paul, Wheeling and Lake Eric and 
some others. The opening of the market was very 
ragged, although there were some marked gains, 
such as 114 in Jersey Central and *, in Canada 
Southern. The pressure to sell induced some re- 
alizations by long holders on advances of the past 
week and the selling humor was increased by the 
announcement of the suspension of Edward 
Brandon, an old member of the exchange and a 
man of general popularity. The bears made 
strenuous efforts to show that it was a bull failure, 
and the sales of his securities, which he had been 
carrying, gave the market a set back. These 
securities were all inactive and low-priced stocks, 
which have been hard to borrow upen lately and 
thus hard to carry, and Nickelplate and Oregon 
improvement, which have been dalland dropping, 
composed the bulk of the securities sold out for 
this account under the rule. Nickelplate, first 
preferred, sold down from 57 to 50, and second 
preferred from 27 to 2144,and Oregon Improve- 
ment from 124, to il},, while other stocks sold 
materially under the market. The bears again 
concentrated their forces upon Rock Island and 
forced that off from 6744 to 641, the rest of the 
list yielding from ‘4 to 1)4 percent. The conces- 
sions, however, again brought into the market 
good buying, and for the remainder of the day 
there was extensive purchases by those in whom 
the feeling prevails that impending advances in 
rates inthe west will lead to large investment 
buying in many securities. The buying was by 
some of the strongest parties in the street and the 
bears soon withdrew their forces because of the 
element opposed to them, and the course of prices 
for the remainder of the day was steadily upward 
and the gains from lower prices was from 1 to 5 
per cent, St. Paul and Rock Island leading the 
way.
